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THE CHURCH UNION MOVEMENT 


The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church, meeting in 
the city of Halifax, last week, 
adopted the resolution of Princi- 
pal Patrick, approving of the 
agreement to, form a basis of 
union between the Presbyterians, 
the Methodists, and the Congre- 
gational Churches, and sending 
forward the matter to the Presby- 
teries for their judgment, to be 
reported upon before May ist, 
1911. The vote which gave ap- 
proval to the continuance of church 
negotiations, came after a long 
and earnest discussion, and stood 
184 for 73 against. Those who, 
bothwithinand without the Presby- 
terian Church, favor church union 
will no doubt rejoice at the splen- 
did majority which the proposi- 
tion received; those who are 
opposed to it will perhaps find 
food for satisfaction in the fact the 
minority vote was so considerable 

The vote was another import- 
ant step toward the consummation 
of a great and vital issue in the 
history of Protestantism in Canada 
It is too early yet to say whether 
Or not we are to have, in the near 
future, a union of these three 
great bodies. A final decision 
toward that end would be fraught 
with many and most important 
issues ; so woulda final decision 
not to continue the negotiations 
further. Whatever our individual 
convictions may be, it is true 
that we have a most important 
and far-reaching question before 
us, one that we cannot shirk, but 


this matter. 


must be faced resolutely and 
squarely, and as in the sight of 
God. . 

The Annual Conferences of the 
Methodist church, so far as held 
this year, have not given this 
matter of church union much 
serious discussion. Perhaps that 
was well, The question was up 
in the Montreal Conference,where 
it engaged considerable time of 
the gathering, and was somewhat 
exhaustively dealt with. The final 
decision was to lay the matter 
upon the table. The tentative 
basis of union, especially in its 
doctrinal aspects, was somewhat 
severely criticized, while the pro- 
posal, from different points of 
view, had most able and earnest 
defence. The whole discussion 
was Satisfactory in this sense, that 
it revealed a seriousness of thought 


and feeling touching the matter | 


on the part of the leaders of the 
church that is altogether satis- 
factory. 

Probably there is a danger, a 
very real danger, that we drift 
into something like a spirit and 
feeling of partizanship touching 
It is well to guard 
ourselves just at that point. The 
question is not whether our plan 
or theory or conviction in regard 
to Union is carried out, but, 


rather, whether the great Head of | 


the Church is 


toward the fulfilment of His great 


and far-reaching plans. Our pray- / 


eras achurch for the next few 


months should be that we might 
be able to allow the Spirit of God | 
Himself to clarify our vision, to 


take from us any purpose or ideal 
that is merely selfish, to give us 
the teachable, the humble, the 
honest mind, as we face and try 
to decide upon this great issue,
